Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Mr. Latker first called Mr. Tuan Dam, Mr. Rutten's supervisor, for clarification regarding the 1/12/07 Advisory action. 
Mr. Dam discussed the call with Mr. Rutten who then returned the call to Mr. Latker. Mr. Latker expressed dismay that 
the only reason provided in the action for the non-entry of the 12/13/06 amendment was that it raised new issues. Mr. 
Latker argued that the amendments included limitations from dependent claims, and were therefore not new issues. 
Mr. Rutten pointed out that the action described that the amendment was not entered due to new issues with respect to 
a change of scope. The amendment changed the scope of the independent claims, which then changed the scope of 
all dependent claims. Mr. Latker agreed that a change of scope occurred in the dependent claims, but insisted that the 
scope of the independent claim did not change since it merely contained the limitations of a canceled dependent claim. 
Mr. Rutten then clarified that even if there were no issues of scope, the arguments presented in support of the 
amendment were not persuasive, since the PC-lint reference was still interpreted as teaching unused enum values as 
claimed. 

To further clarify, the examiner hereby presents the following more detailed explanation: 
On pages 9-1 1 (esp. page 1 1 paragraphs 3 and 4), filed 12/13/06, Applicant essentially argues that the PC-lint 
reference does not properly disclose enumerations, since the "enums" of PC-lint are equivalent to headers. 
Respectfully, the examiner does not share this interpretation. PC-lint teaches that unused definials (including enums, 
i.e. enumerations) indicate unused headers. However, PC-lint does not equate enums with headers, as suggested by 
the Applicants. In contrast, enums are programming elements that PC-lint teaches can be present in headers (see PC- 
lint page 5, aka "1 of 4," paragraph 3, e.g. "entities normally placed into headers"). Therefore, this argument is* not 
persuasive and PC-lint is interpreted as teaching unused enumerated values as pointed out on page 8 of the 10/19/06 
action.
